THE STABBING AFFAIR AT 
y BANGKOK. 
Fivo British Bluejackets Charged 
"with Murder. 
The followiig report is taken fram the 
Kangkok Tine of the 30th Decumber :— 
In H. B.M, Consular Coury this morn- 
ing, the preliminary hearing took place of 
a charge of miirder. preferred against a 
Bangkok youth named P. T. O'Donoghue 
and five fron H.M.S. Daphne, 
named Thos, Fernandez, Harry Knee, 
Haywood, George Goulding and William 
Mess. 1

Tho murder with which the men 
are charved is that of Mr F_.T’almeiri, a 
Maltese British subject, in the house of Mr 
H. Lebailiff, near the British Legation, on 
the night of the 26th inst. 

Mr Carliste appeared tu prosecute ; Mr 
Naylor defenfed O'Donoghue, The hear- 
ing took placa before My J. Stewart Black. 

Mr Naylor objected to his clivut being 
charged with the others in » case in which 


he had already given evidence. Counsel 
asked that hiv client be remanded until the 
case of the others was ended, 

His Honowr remarked that the point 
nused by Mr Naplor way an absurclone,

His Honour gaid the case wax being com- 
menced this morning, and over-rmuled the 
ubjection.

The commander viewed the body 
and the two went to Lobailiff's house where 
cortiin stitements wore made, A petty offi- 
cor was found in the Criterion, ant soveral 
Daphne men wore inthe Hotel Europe. 
These amen were taken to Mr Lebailitts 
house—Goulding was -one of the 
party. Wituess gave orders that’ 
O'Donoghue be nrrested, and he, too, was 
brought tu Lebailiffs honse.. The Com- 
mander -xent. certain men on board under 
arrest. O'Donoghue was also Incked up. 
Onthe 28th, at LebailifPs house, witacss 
found a roundtable 5} feet from the door ; 
there were blood stains: between table and 
the door, On the west dvor-post there 
was a patch of blood 3 ft.
